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Memorial Tablet Unveiled 
To First Georgia Newspaper

SAVANNAH, Ga., April 7.—()—¢ occupied by-a hotel. 


A memorial tablet commemorating the 
founding here on April 7, 1763, of the 
Georgia Gazette, first newspaper pub- 
lished in Georgia, was unveiled here 
Tuesday at a ceremony featured by 
addresses of two Georgia journalists. 

The speakers were Julian Harris, 
of The Atlanta Constitution, . and 
Richard M. Charlten, city editor of 
the Savannah Morning News. Harris 
compared newspapers of yesterday and 
today and found the press of today 
lacking the “breadth of vision and the 
courage of conviction that invigorated 
the minds and , Sharpened the pens of 
earlier editors.” 


Charlton reviewed the history of 
journalism in Savannah and discussed 
the relationship of the press to com- 
munity -life. 

“The newspaper is the chronic bed- 
fellow of the prosperity of the com- 
munity,” he said.« “It rises or falls 
with the expansion or the shrinkage 
of the city. It grows materially with 
the progress of the state, sad feels 


' the impress of its greatness and suf- 


fers from its sluggishness.” He said 


in the earlier days news frequently 


reached the reader a few months late 
but then, as now, politics, legal claims, 
; murders, ship disasters, and the like, 
| made up the news of the day. 
The marker was unveiled on the

The Gazette was 
founded by James Johnston and one 
of his descendants, Mrs. William  L. | 
Vance, of Marietta. Ga., unveiled the | 
marker.

‘The Sheik 
Speaks. 


Feeling myself in a somewhat pro- 
fessorial mood today, I invite you 
to have a little discourse with me, 
that is. to say, let me discourse, for 
when there are two talking at once 
there can be no conversation. I just 
met up with a distinguished Arab 
sheik here in Paris, who hails from 
the remote fastnesses of the Atlas 
region in North Africa. This man 
said that he loyed to roam the great 
cities of the continent, but that he 
always felt happy’ again when he re- 
turned to his native heath, meaning 
the Sahara Desert. He assured me 
that it was the touch of the hot sand 
and the contemplation of the physical 
phenomena of his native environment 
that awakened in him an elusive mix- 
ture of sadness and nostalgic happi- 
ness.

And then the tremendous mys- 
tery of the African night, he said, 
with the stars swaying softly like 
silver balls on an invisible Christ- 
mas tree. “There I feel at home,” 
said the sheik, “that’s where I be- 
long.” 

But what gives these races that 
amazing sense of at-homeness and 
familiarity with their surroundings? 
I venture to say that there rests in 
the back of their heads something like 
a sensitive negative photographic 
plate, even if individuals journey far 
fro . their native haunts, stay away 
for generations and then come back 
and still feel at home. Have we here 
not a rational explanation, or at 
least an approach to it, of the doc- 
trine of reincarnation? A Chinese 
youngster born in San Francisco will 
feel perfectly at home in Fu Chow 
if he is transplanted there, they say.

“Following the order of the commis- 
sion the southern railroads have pro- 
posed rates 20 per cent higher than 
the present rates, but the northern 
and eastern railroads, who must con- 
cur in these rates, have demanded 
straight ‘class’ rates that are approxi- 
mately 25 per cent in excess of the 
present level, so it is practically cer- 
tain that the ‘class’ rates will be 
published. 

“The present situation, therefore, is 
one in which the rates from New Eng- 
land mills have been voluntarily low- 
ered, while the rates from the south 
are to be raised, the strategy of the 
move being to force the southern rail- 
roads to install ‘class’ rates much 
higher than the present rates so that 
the northern and eastern railroads can 
then increase their present rates, but 
when. the final adjustment is com- 
pleted New England mills will have 
much lower rates to the important 
markets than the rates applying from 
the southern mills so that the south 
will be placed at a distinct disadvan- 
tage.

Motorists in France have been 
greatly aroused by the introduction 
of a private member's bill to the 
chamber, in which it is proposed to re- 
place the existing tax on motor cars 
by a supertax on gasoline amounting 
to 68 cents per hectolitre, or nearly a 
gallon, 

The author of the bill, M. Malin- 
gre, argues that the present system 
of taxing the car itself is unfair to 
the ordinary user, who is called on 
to pay as much in taxation as own- 
ers who average double and even 10 
times the mileage. His proposal is 
based on the principle that the tax on 
motoring should be in direct ratio to 
the use made of the roads. 

M. Malingre further stated that, 
‘under the present system, the owner 
of a 10-horsepower car pays a direct 
tax of $32.40 a year. Such a rate of 
taxation if the impost were based on 
gasoline consumption at the rate of 
68 cents a gallon, and assuming that 
the car used 11 litres for every 100 
kilometers, would give an ordinary 
10-horsepower car. a mileage of 14,- 
375 a year, or approximately a little

Journalism. 

Fred Fuller Shedd, editor of the 
Philadelphia Bulletin, and president 
of the American Society of Newspaper 
Fiditors, was named president of the 
joint committee. George C. Dolliver, 
of Battle Creek, Mich., president of 
the National Editorial Association, 
was in attendance. ; 

Institutions of higher learning rep- 
resented at the Cleveland meeting 
were University of Wisconsin, Co- 
lumbia University.

BALBOA, CANAL ZONE, April 
7.—(#)—Under high nervous tension 
after witnessing the destruction of 
Managua by last ‘Tuesday’s disas- 
trous earthquake, 189 American wom- 
en and children stopped over in Pan- 
ama today on their return home. 

Tales of horror and suffering. were 
told by the women. when they ar- 
rived early today on’the naval trans- 
port Chaumont from Corinto. Two 
thousand persons greeted them here. 

Although some of the women seem- 
ed in high spirits when they arrived, 
many of them: dropped into exhausted 
sleep when given beds ashore. Dr. 
D. T. Prehn, one of the ship’s -doc- 
tors, said the strain of seeing their 
homes lost and their loved ones kill- 
ed or injured was beginning to tell 
increasingly on them. 

The Chaumont, which was carried 
through the canal today, will sail 
early tomorrow for Norfolk, Va., with 
75 of the refugees. The remainder 
will start to the west coast of the 
United States on the Somme late 
tonight or to the east on the Grant in 
several days. 

Mrs. A. F. Schonéfield, wife of an 
enlisted man in the marines, suffered 
a nervous collapse on the Chaumont 
today. 

Another woman became hysterical 
soon after the transport left Corinto. 
She begged the ship’s officers to stop 
the boat, saying the vibration remind- 
ed her of the earthquake. 

Other. excitement was caused by 
the sudden eruption of the El Viejo 
voleane near Corinto, throwing out 
8 glowing red stream of lava. Na- 
tives said it was the first eruption 
there is 8O years. 

The women saved few of their be- 
longings after the disaster in Mana- 
gua.

Lawrence S. Camp Urges Merger 


In Address Before Women Voter: 


Advantages of the merger of Fulton 
and Campbell counties as a purely 
economical expedient, designed _to 
simplify the machinery and reduce the 
expenses of county government, were 
demonstrated Tuesday afternoon by 
Lawrence 8. Camp, chairman of the 
state democratic executive commit- 
tee. Mr. Camp addressed members of 
the League of Women Voters in the 
Tavern tea room, | 

Dissociating the merger altogether 
from politics, Mr. Camp presented 
facts and figures amassed after ex- 
tensive research and. pointing to the 
economical benefits—both immediate 
and ultimate—that both counties may 
expect from the proposed merger. 

“It is conceded that the necessity 
for county mergers is greater in Geor- 
gia than in any other state of the 
Union,” Mr. Camp pointed out. “It is 
high time that the people were taking 
charge and managing the government 
of our state, counties and municipali- 
ties for themselves, and it has fallen 
to the lot of Fulton and’ Campbell 
to set the pace for other counties by 
eliminating as many public offices as 
good government will permit.” 

“Politicians” Opposed. 

_ “Naturally, the pfofessional poli- 
ticlans are opposed to mergers,” Mr. 
Camp asserted, “From the standpoint 
of those who desire an income from 
the public treasury, new counties fur- 
nish a great field filled with nu- 
merous offices for themselves and for 
their friends.” 

The bill giving Fulton county the 
right to vote on the merger, contrary 
to the terms of the constitution which 
provides that only inhabitants of the 
county seeking to abolish itself are to 
be accorded a yoice in the matter, 


“does not obligate Fulton county t 
an equitable consideration of the ter 
ritory and the people of Campbell 
county,’ Mr. Camp declared. “And if 
this merger is effected it  simpl 
means that Campbell county is givin; 
to Fulton every asset, with few liabil 
ities, and without exacting from Ful 
ton a single promise.” 
Campbell County Assets. 

Among assets of Campbell county 
which would automatically become 
the property of Fulton in the even 
of a merger, Mr. Camp lists the fol 
lowing: School buildings, lands and 
equipment valued at approximately 
$128,750; convict camp, equipmen 
and road machinery valued at $25. 
000; pauper farm with live stock and 
other equipment valued at approxi- 
mately $20,000, certificates of indebt- 
edness from the state highway de- 
partment fer the sum of 205,892. 
besides the county courthouse, jail 
and other accessories, and aw income 
from taxes of approximately $75.000. 

“As to police protection, the fines 
and forfeitures coming into you 
courts will more than pay the expense 
of the trials and the cost of police 
protection for the territory of Camp- 
bell county,” Mr. Camp pointed out.

Why, also, it would be interesting 
to learn, has the composite announcer 
deemed it advisable to ignore the 
rimary pronunciation of the word 
‘either,’ and has adopted a pronun- 
ciation for “neither” that Webster's 
does not recognize? And when did 
“divine” become “dee-vine’”—or per- 
haps that-is a hangover from the 
musical comedy days. The broad “a”’ 
can be utilized to euphonious advan- 
tage, but its use should not be indis- 
criminate. (On a very popular NBC 
program a very prominent announcer 
never fails to say that the next num- 
ber will be “Hoppy Days Are Here 
Again.) 


Take that word “again.” for 
example. All radio announcers in- 
sist on pronouncing it “a-gain,” 
when Webster’s wilt show unmis- 
takably that its correct form is 
as if it were spelled “agen,” with 
a breve over the second vowel. 
We may shut our eyes to the im- 
purities of rhetoric and diction, 
such as “past” instead of “last” 
and “which” for “that,” and the 
like: but when someone starts 
enumerating an announcer’s vir- 
tues as blue eyes, light hair and 
salesmanship, etc., one is apt to 
wonder why verbalism and  or- 
thoepy should not come first. 


But let’s leave the announcers and 
their checkered pasts and browse over 
tonight’s offerings. At 7 o'clock, I 
see, Bobby Jones will be on over the 
NBC through WSB, and _ tonight 
Bobby is to tell of the tie game be- 
tween Alex Smith and himself during 
the American epen at Washington. 
Bobby still is the weekly feature of 
the Listerine program. 


Over on the “CBS side, through 
WGST, are two presentations 
worth notation here. One of them 
is sponsored by the Dixie network 
of the Columbia hookup, and will 
begin at 7:15 o'clock. At that 
time Robert. H. Lucas, chairman 
of the executive committee of the 
republican national committee. 
will reply to Chairman Shouse, of 
the democratic executive commit- 
tee, discussing. the subject, 
“Southern Republicanism Today.” 


At 8:45 o'clock ot over WGST, Bar- 
bara Maurel, the operatic contralto, | 
will offer a group of ‘three songs dur- 
ing her concert with the New World 
Symphony orchestra.
